COAL STRIKE SITUATION. 


Washington, July IS.—The adminis- 


tration has taken steps to keep its grip 
on Hawaii. Any aggressive intarlerence 
on the part cf Japan will result in tbe 
landing of marines and the hoisting of 
tbe American flag, with or without tbe 
ratification of tbe pending annexation 
treaty. 


Tbe administration, realizing that some 


crisis might arise while tbe treaty still 
burgs flre in tbe senate, has taken steps to 
be prepared for any emergency. 


Hear Admiral Beardeley will have, 


v.ben the next steamer arrives in Hono- 
lulu, instructions giving him power to act 
at tbe first sign of aggression on tbe part 
of Japan or trouble of any kind with 
which tbe local authorities ate not able to 
cope. 


It was not until after tbe receipt of tbe 


last mail advices from Hawaii that tbe 
officials corsidered it necessary to Issue 
any specific instructions to tbe American 
minister and tbe naval commander at Ha- 
waii regarding the course to be pursued 
ID tbe event of trouble. While believing 
that tbe reports concerning tbe possible 
aggression by Japan were unnecessarily 
alarming, tbe authorities hove considered 
it prudent to have tbe American represen- 
tatives in Hawaii olotbed with all neces- 
sary authority to ao* promptly and forci- 
bly if tbe occasion should arise. 


They do not believe tbat Japan, know- 


ing tbe positive purpose of tbe United 
States to annex tbe islands, will go be- 
yond a little diplomatic blaster to prevent 
tbe consummation of our policy. 


Rear Admiral Beaidsley will be -given 


sufficient force to carry out the program 
tbat events may force upon him. It is 
definitely settled tbat tbe battleship Ore- 
gon, 
now en route to San Francisco from 


Seattle, will be dispatched to Hawaii as 
soon as sbe can be prepared for tbe voy- 
age. This will give Admiral Beardsley 
three vessels—the Oregon, Philadelphia 
and Marion. Japan' has at present but 
one vessel in the harbor at Honolulu—the 
cruiser Naniwa, Sbe has another cruiser 
at San Franoisuo awaiting orders which 
may tabe her to the Hawaiian Islands. 


The senate committee on foreign rela- 


tions having been informed of the pur- 
pose of the administration to assume con- 
trol of affairs in Hawaii in tbe event of 
Japanese interference, do not consider 
that the annexation treaty is endangered 
by delay. The treaty will be reported to 
the senate but unless some unexpected 
emergency arises in the islands it is not 
the present intention of the committee to 
press it to a flnal vote during the present 
session.

Gloomy Repents Sent Out from Cleveland 


—Doleful Predictions. 


Cleveland, Ohio, July 13.—Within 48 


hours developments of a very definite 
character are expected In tbe West Vir- 
ginia coal fields. A leading operator re- 
ceived a tplepbonn message this morning 
stat.ng tbat nine organizers bad just left 
Plttsburg for the West Virginia coal 
fields. A person who occupies a bigb 
official position in the mine workers' 
union at Plttsburg sent the message. 
"Reliable advices," he added, "which I 
received this morning convince me tbat 
tbe West Virginia 
miners will come 


out.'' 


Since Saturday tbe coal strike has as- 


sumed very grave aspects, but a full real- 
ization of tbe change did not reach tbe 
Cleveland operators and dealers until to- 
day. 
With the exception of a few opera- 


tors who bed inside information they are 
disposed to speak lightly of tbe matter, 
loudly titclariug more than enough coal 
Is on band to supply tbe country regard- 
less of tbe outcome of tbe strike. To all 
seeming confidence has disappeared. One 
says: "The situation is very grave. I 
anticipate some very startling develop- 
ments within tbe next 48 hours. I be- 
lieve West Virginia miners will come out 
and' that will make tbe tie-up practically 
complete. From what I can learn I 
don't hesitate to say that tbe railroads 
will hesitate to haul Weat Virginia and 
Dearm.tt's miners' coal. 
Engineers and 


trainmen regard tbe situation witb lower- 
ing brows, P. M. Arthur's statement to 
tbe contrary notwitbtsandlng. The sup- 
ply of coal in hand is very short. It will 
probably not last over a week longer." 


Drop In Price of Uoal. 


Plttsburg, July 13.—No change In tbe 


strike situation. Coal which sold up to 
$1.80 per ton yesterday, took a drop this 
morning to $1.50. The break was caused 
by tbe large amount of uoal brought Into 
tbe city by tbe railroads. Tbe operators 
regard this as an Indication tbat the rail- 
roads do not fear a long suspension.

New Yerk failure. 


New York, July 13.—Decker, Howell 


& Co., one of tbe largest brokeragehousts 
in Wall street, has failed. 


Representatives of tbe firm attributed 


tbe trouble chiefly to the firm's shortage 
on sugar. Five years ago the firm failed 
for $Iii 000,000 but paid up within 60 days 
and resumed business. 


Tbe announcement on the stock ex- 


change caused much excitement. The 
firm was one of tbe largest in the street, 
and conducted purely a brokerage busi- 
ness. The losses are all local, and will 
fall on those having speculative accounts 
with the Drill. The as&'guee believes the 
liabilities are small. 


Chicago Bicycle Tax. 


Chicago, .Tuly 13.—Every bicycle in 


Chicago will pay a yearly tax of $1. if 
Mayor Harrison signs the ordinance which 
the council passed last night. Vehicles 
of e\eiy description are taxed from $3 to 
5,12 per annum under the provisions of 
the same ordinance. 


In tbe nlty there are estimated to be 


300,000 bicycles and sufficient vehicles to 
make the revenue derived from tbe ordi- 
nance $1,000,000 per annum.

lar of this is to be expended upon tbe re- 
pair und keeping in good condition Im- 
proved streets.

tbe tenth annual convention of the Na- 
tional League of Republican clubs which 
convened this morning. The most strik- 
ing feature in tbe Auditorium decorations 
was a .ife-sized portrait of President Me- 
Kluley, surmounted by an eagle and sur- 
rounded by tbe stars and stripes. 
Direct- 


ly opposite him is the familiar portrait of 
.lames G. Blaine. 
Tbe delegates were 


seated by states, and filled nearly the en- 
tire floor spaie. The local public looked 
on from tbe galleries. 
The states having 


tba largest delegations were grouped in 
front and center, tbe biggest spaces being 
occupied by Ohio, Michigan, Illinois, 
New York and Pennsylvania. 


President Woodmansee called the con- 


vent I cm to order. Alter prayer by Rev. 
R. ,1. Service, President Woodmansee 
Introduced Governor PIngree to deliver 
tbe address of welcome on behalf of state. 
He did that In one sentence, then pro- 
ceeded to read tbe convention a lecture 
pn the duties devolving on it. Be told 
tbe delegates tbat tbey were mostly young 
men, representing tbe working forces of 
tbe party. He reminded them that par- 
ties, as well as men, must move forward 
or tbey would die. They oould not live 
on memory or hope 
Continuing be said: 


"The Republican party from the day of 
Its birth became a great, power because it 
was a party of tbe people, and it will re- 
main n great power as long as it remains 
tbe party of tbe people and BO longer." 
Be said the great masses of the people 
were honest and patriotic,willing to share 
tbe burdens of civilization, If tbey can 
receive a few of Its benefits. "Sometimes 
tbey become impatient," said be, "and 
demand an inspection of tbe books. Tbey 
know tbey are not responsible for the pres- 
ent condition of this country. Tbe farm- 
ers, mechanics, and principal burden tear- 
era wonder what Is to become of the prin- 
cipal of equal taxation. 
Tbey wonder 


how and why m-ny privileged classes still 
exist In this country. The people b<ive 
been reading and studying, some of them 
have' been thinking. Tbey know tbe 
principle of equal taxation is closely al- 
lied to the principle of equal rights, and 
tbat it is a Republican principle, and tbey 
expect the Republican party to enforce It; 
and tbey are going to see it enfoiced." 
Proceeding he spoke of the home market 
as our most valuable one, and declared 
tbat if he wanted \.o kill it he would foster 
trusts to wipe out tbe small concerns and 
destroy individuality, ..which is another 
name for patriotism.

Find- 
ing nothing more, tbey took a lot of sil- 
verware and made off, leaving their vic- 
tims bound. They lay thus for more than 
43 hours, suffering terribly, when tbey 
were released by a neighbor.

one wife, and does not intend to bur- 
den himself w ith more. 


Concurrent testirn'ony seems to show 


that it is rather rare for a well-to-do 
Egyptian to take more than one legal 
wife at a time, though the number ol 
his female slaves- may be 
unlimited 


The law of the prophet allows four lega 
wives; and I am told that the fcllahh 
often take the full complement of help 
mates, in order to use them as field la- 
borers without wage. 
As you ascent 


the Nile, you often see women at worl 
in the fields and busy at all sorts o 
menial tasks except the hardest—that 
of raising water from the Nile by means 
of the shaduf for purposes of irrigation 
One realises, how cheap labor must In 
in Egypt, when, for a few pence a day 
men'will stand half nuked, in mud am 
water, lifting skin buckets to the leve 
of o hollow in the steep bank, by mean* 
of a long pole and weight balanced on 
a support; while another man above 
repeats the paianful process of raising 
it to the level of the irrigating ditch 
It is one of the saddest sights one see 
on the Nile—this pouring of water, bj 
means of little buckets, into ditches 
and growing old in fertili/.ing a smal 
patch of land. This appliance is prob 
ably as o;d as the awkward', xinhnndj 
plow one sees the peasants using in th 
Uelds to turn over the soil, and shows 
the stationary character of a people 
who, in many respects, seem bright 
and quick-witted. The water-wheel, 
turned by O\-CH or buffaloes, also be- 
comes a familiar sight, and the mourn- 
ful creak of the wheel is the only sound 
one hears at night, when the steamer is 
tied n]) to the bank. Tims the great 
river is meat and drink and life and 
health to all the people—the only source 
oT moisture in an otherwise sterile1 land. 
This fact is brought hoire to you again 
andi again, nnd the wonder of it never 
ceases.—Christian Register.

The phonograph, which has passed 


•tl.i'ougli many commercial vicissitudes, 
lias proved itself a most practical and 
•valuable device in a field originally 
-unlhought of. For the last five years 
a New York proiessor of languages lias 
taught various tonpues by phonograph 
iu all parts of the world, but especially 
in South America and Jlexico. lie fur- 
nishes atext book, say for Spaniards to 
Irani English, arranged in 20 lessons. 
Tlie.se lessons are also given iu his own 
-\oiee on 20 cylinders. Accompanying 
these transcribed cylinders are 20 blanl; 
ones. The graphophone, which, is a 
variation of the phonograph, is found a 
<'Oinenient instrument to send to the 
pupil. There is also sent a cylinder 
containing a les-son in any language, 
\i ith a chapter or sctne from a comedy 
or n novel, or with a song or a ballad. 
];.unk cylinders for the return ines- 
^ gi>s or recitations cost 20 cents apiece. 
'J nc jn pil, thus equipped, opens the
